THEODORE ALVIN HALL , 


At the time of his application for admission to Harvard College, May 

29, 1942, HALL identified his father BARNETT HOLTZBERG as being employed 
as a furrier, born in Poland in 1887, HALL stated that he (HALL) had 
attended Townsend Harris High School, place not given, from February, 
1938 to June, 1910 and that he was especiaily interested in mathematical 
and atomic physics and hoped to be an industrial physicist or instructor. 
He stated that he had chosen the field of theoretical physics and desired 
+o transfer to Harvard University because the facilities at Harvard - 
could. give him the required training and opportunity for experimentation 
which did not exist at Queens College, Flushing, Long Island, New York, 
which school he attended from 19LQ,to 1912. 


On June 30, 19h2 
ueens College, officially provided a transcript of 
's record and stated "HALL is recommended by his faculty sponsor with- 
out reservation." 


During 193 HALL submitted an application to the Harvard University 
authorities seeking a scholarship and the following information was noted

The records contain a letter from DeWitt Clinton High School under the 
signature of Walter Wolf, Chairman of the Department of Biology, with 
reference to SAX as a potential student at Harvard College, and recommend- 
ing him for admission. 


The file recorded that SAX, who was born July 26, 192) at New York, New 
York, upon his admission to Harvard College in 192 gave as his family 
residence 15 West 75 Street, New York City, and his mother BLUMA SAX 
as the individual who was to be contactec by University authorities

On July 3, 1942 SAX's mother, Mrs. BLUM’ SAX, responded to a communication 
from the University authorities asking for background data relating to 
her son in connection with his student assignments, She stated that he 
had a congenital deformity, indicating the end part of the fingers of 
his lcft hand were missing; that he was given to introspection and 
occasional moodiness, She stated her son was absent minded on occasion 
and had a general disregard for his personal appearance, which latter 
item he appeared to enjoy. She stated he loved long discussions and 
that he had apparently overcome the natural difficulties incidental to 
his physical deformity and had adjusted himself to the point where he 
could assume nornal university responsibility. 


It was noted that SAX's father BERNARD SAX was listed as deceased and 
his mother's employment was given as interior decorator. 


On April 27, 1943 there is an indication that 5AX was then working in an 
unidentified shipyard, which work was accomplished during the period 
when he was actively associated with Harvard College, Cambridge »,asa 
student. , 


On April 16, 19h4 SAX was placed on probation, which probation was 
closed and he was suspenced on July 4, 19h because of his poor scholastic

working at his mother's summer colony and it also referred to "ny

On August 27, 1945 SAX again addressed a letter to the Harvard College 
authorities from the same address, Wallkill, New York, again request- 
ing readmission to Harvard College and stating "Now that the war is 
finally over and with it the cause of many of my emotional conflicts, 
I feel I will be able to devote myself completely to my studies in a 
mature, realistic fashion." 


As indicated previously, SAX was readmitted on September 4, 1945 and 
removed from probation on September 11, 1945 and subsequently dismissed 
again on June 25, 1946, at which time the Harvard University authorities 
indicated that a complete review of his background and performance had 
indicated that Harvard College could not offer him anything in the field 
of education and suggested that he reappraise his educational program. 
This statement to SAX, a copy of which was also directed to his mother, 
set forth: 


1. He had made poor grades 

2. He had failed to answer a summons issued b to 
report and confer with respect to his poor grades and with respect to 
the cutting of classes, 

3. He had failed a freshman course in physics which he was then taking 
in his third year at College,

I think 
most of Emersonts reply was based on misunderstanding; Sax did 
not say that wage raises oause price raises; he only said that 
this myth was a major NAM propaganda method and that progressive 
strategy shauld explode this myth. 


"I think Mr. Emerson underestimated the.strength of Co-ops 

and was over-impressed by the power of monopolies. At any rate, 
he gave no basis for this estimate, and the matter can only be 
judged after studying the actual facts and figures. Since 
Co-ops now handle a large fraction of the nation's farm trade, 
his verdict seems to be reached too lightly. 


"The CIO and the AFL have now both resolved to utilize Co-ops 

on a large scale. Before those resolutions can be intelligently 
followed up, progressives must work out the related unsettled 
questions, and come to understand them together. Certainly the 
discussion must go a lot deeper than it did in your recent issue, 
or else the whole matter will be shamefully fumbled."

"Our union leaders have ‘recognized this prospect, as shown by their 
efforts to obtain unity between the CIO and the AFL to meet the 
coming crisis, But even with labor strengthened by internal 
unity, the possibilities of fascism are still great as long as 
labor as a whole is isolated; with a well-developed joint 
cooperative movement we would be immeasurably stronger. 


"hile progressive leaders agree to this plain fact, many are 
wary about embarking on a cooperative program now. They feel

"But the joint cooperative is not only an excellent long range 
strategy; it can serve as an immediate rallying point, a concrete 
and promising suppliment to the present anemic progressive plat- 
form.

In August, 1947 HALL was interviewed by sal _—iwit respect 
to the activities of the committee and the results it had attained. HALL, - 


_ who was then connected with the Institute For Nuclear Studies at the 


University of Chicago, advised that the reception afforded the committeo 
both by members of the Atomic Scientists of Chicago and the representatives 
of tho Sovict Union had been very disappointing. He stated that, at that 
time, the committee was inoperative for all essential purposes. HALL 
stated that in order to initiate the study he wrote a letter to the Russian 
Embassy in Washington, D. C., requesting the assistance of the Embassy in 
connection with the study of the Soviet Union. HALL furnished a copy of 
the letter which set out statements that there was a wide area of distrust 
of the motives of the Soviet Union and the United States but stated it was 
the desire of the Atomic Scientists of Chicago to obtain the facts 
portaining to the Soviet Union and through those facts determine whether 
the Soviet Union had warlike purposes and whether the people of the Soviet 
Union were being educated for war. That letter then requested that the 
Russian Embassy use its influence in order to enable the committee to 

be ploced in direct contact with representative individuals within the 
Soviet Union, who would then from time to time be called upon by the 
committee to answor specific questions pertaining to the attitudes of the 
citizens of the Soviet Union. HALL indicated that by determining the 
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idcas of the citizenry of the Soviet Union he hoped ‘to determine the facts 
underlying the acts of the Soviet Union and better be able to interpret 
them. 


HALL's letter also requested assistance in obtaining certain publications 
from the Soviet Union which he believed might furnish some of the necessary 
facts. It was also indicated that it was the desire of the committee to 
study education within the Soviet Union in order to determine whether 

the education would be such as to cause war, 


According to HALL, during May and June of 1947 meetings of the committee 
were held every two weeks. The attendance, however, was disappointing 

‘ to HALL 4s it usually consisted of a maximum of five individuals. He 
advised that in géneral those attending appeared to have already made up 
their minds that Russia was a warlike nation and threatened world peace, 
He said they did not appear to be willing to consider the idea that Russia 
might be acting from other than warlike notives and that the results gave. 
the wrong impression of Russia. 


HALL stated he considered himself to be somewhat pro-Russian. He said 
he was not pro-Russian in the sense that he placed the interests of 
Russia above those of the United States but that he was pro-Russian to 
the extent that the motives and plans of Russia deserved serious con- 
sideration before deciding that the aims’ of Russia and those of the 
United States were unreconcilably antagonistic.

According to HALL, Russia is engaged ina 
constructive program trom the standpoint of world peace and is not a 
threat to world peace. He stated that the repressive measures taken by 
the Russian government in Russia are regrettable insofar as this involves 
the free speech and other liberties of the people but claimed this was 
not necessarily indicative of a desire of the Russians to extend their 
world influence to other than peaceful means.

HALL also advised ~hat he hed recently written to Russia in order to 
subscribe to thégfew Times", which is published by the Russian Foreign 
Office and pertains to world affairs. He stated he believed it would 
be of value to the Atomic Scicntists of Chicago and added that this.

We propose that one 
or a few professors or a few advanced students at, say, Moscow 
University, should take the responsibility of answering directly 
the preoise questions we want to ask. We are aware that Amerie . 
oar. organisations like the American-Russian Institute and the | 
American Council for Soviet Priendship at present try to proe 
wide this service, but it te clear that they themselves are not 
dn a good position to do this, and it is olear that the loss of 
authority and pertinence in their answers would at once prevent 
our study from doing what we want it to doe We must have 
accurate anawers to our queries quickly if we ere to build the 
sound structure of fact and logic which we hope for.

On September 26, 1950, Confidential Informant|___]rurnishea the following - i 
statement apparently prepared by THEODORE HALL in connection with his a 
failure to obtain security clearance at Oak Ridge, Tennessee: 


911/21/87 


"As the Committee on Secrecy and Clearance is gather- 
ing information about people who have been denied clearance, 
I believe it will want to have the facts in my case: 


"I joined the Los Alamos Laboratory at the end of January, 
1944, as a Junior Physicist, just after getting my Bachelor's 
Degree from Harvard College. (The degree was actually granted 
in absentia March 1944). I was drafted in December 1944, but 
was assigned immediately by special arrangement to the Special 
Engineering Detachment, and spent actually less than two days 
away from the laboratory in the process of getting drafted. 


"I remained at Los Alamos until about April 15, 1946. 
I had received a 'white badget upon arrival, and during all 
of my stay had access to most of the documents in the document 
room. I worked in 4 divisions, and while officially in one 


of them, did some work in a fifth. roup leaders were pic 
C_} Rossi, Rossi and Staub, 


"In January 1946, I applied for a discharge from the army 
in order to come to the U of Chicago, in accordance with the 
provisions of the new War Department ruling number 363. My ~ 
application along with 4 or 5 others was misplaced in Dallas, 
so that I was not discharged although many people who applied 
at a later date to return to school were discharged. By the 
time the misplaced applications were found, the policy regard- 
ing #363 discharges was changed; they were henceforth to be 
granted only to people who would return to. the Los Alamos 
Laboratory right away as civilians. I therefore applied under 
provision 363 for a discharge to return to the lab as a civilian. 
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Everyone so applying had to be re-cleared for project work, 
After several weeks of waiting (about three weeks longer 
than the clearance process usually took), I went to the 
Security Office under my own initiative and was then told 
that I was denied clearance. The Security Office refused 
to say why. Several people in the lab were aroused about 
the matter and tried to find out the reasons, but could not. 
I went to see Colonel Seeman (commanding the post) and the 
Colonel working directly under him; they were very sympathetic 
about the matter but could say nothing about the reasons; 
they acted as if they knew the reasons but would not say 
that they did, beyond a vague statement by Colonel Seeman's 
assistant that it wasn't anything really serious, I could 
not find out any more about the reasons for denial of clear- 
ance. 


"The situation at this time was remarkably anomalous 
in this case, because I was denied clearance to work at the 
project as a civilian, and at the same time I continued in 
my work in one of the most secret groups in the project, 
with no change in access to information. There was no sign 
that this might not continue indefinitely. But Director 
Bradbury felt that this did not make sense, and he recom- 
mended to the army engineering command that I be discharged 
to go to the U of Chicago as I originally desired. This 
request was followed by orders from the command transferring 
me to Oak Ridge. (I think the mechanism of this is that the 
command interpreted Bradbury's note to mean that I was 
surplus at Los Alamos, but I do not know). The army Command 
at Los Alamos told me that I was needed for very important 
work at Oak Ridge; when I got there I was whisked to a very 
important job but it was so urgent that someone else had 
already started it; I was conducted around the Carbide lab, 
and finally started on another job of an extremely secret 
nature (protection of fissionable materials from theft); I 
worked on this for a day and was then removed from the job 
as it was decided that I was not cleared; I stayed in Oak 
Ridge for about one more month actually loafing (doing no

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technical work); I then reapplied for a 363 discharge to 
go to the U of Chicago and this time it was granted.

On September 26, 1950, Confidential Informant|___]furnished the following 
essay which is typewritten and which was signed in ink by Ted Hall and 
Saville Sax. It will be noted that the essay or criticism pertains to the 
role of the proletariat prior to the Russian revolution. 


"Question of fact: 


When MariKennedy gave a talk at Dorchester coop last 
Friday, one question arose in a way crucial to the discussion, 
the question of how many members of the proletariat were in 
Russia at the time of the 1917 Revolution and what role they 
played in the revolution. At the time, Mark stated categorically, 
referring to the Encyclopedia Brittanica, the British archives, 
and the little Lenin library, that the role of the proletariat 
was not vital and that the proletariat in Russia in 1917 numbered 
100,000. He then carried forward the discussion on the basis of 
these assertions. We have checked them'as well as we could 
quickly, and feel that they are not corect, and because of the 
central role they played we feel that those people who were at 
the discussion might like to see the following figures.

"The figures referring to the size of the proletariat in- 
clude only factory inspected places. They do not include 
railroads, mining, and small mechanical enterprises. All of 
the figures are taken from Trotsky's History of the Russian 
Revolution pp 33-34, Vol. I. 


"The role of the working class as described by the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica seems to be entirely different from 
what Mark said it was. He said that the troops and the’ 
students were the intitiators of action and that the proletariat 
had to be dragged along by these groups and by the middle class. 
The following section is taken from the Encyclopedia Brittanica, 
1946 edition, article on Russia, pages 728 and 729. The pas- 
sages are almost word for word quotes, cut only for brevity: 


"Workmen's strikes began on a large scale in Petrograd on 
March 8, 1917, When they started, the Bolsheviks (Mark's 
‘middle class instigators!) advised against them, calling 
them premature. But on March 8, 130,000 workers, plus a 
number of woman workers besides, participated in strike 
demonstrations in Petrograd (in strong contrast to Mark's 
figure of 100,000 for the entire working class in Russia at 
the time). On March 9th, many more workers participated- 
about 30% of the working population of Petrograd. On March 
9th they were joined by students; and Cossack guards in the 
city refused to suppress them on March 10th. Also approxi- 
mately on this day, soldiers sent from outside to quell the 
disturbances did not reach the city because the railroad 
workers did not transport them. 
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"Phe Soviet revolutionary councils were first set up on 

! March l2th, in the afternoon. They held a first meeting that 
evening, 250 members attending. These consisted of Socialist 
deputies to the Duma, members of the Workers Council of the 
Munitions Committee, prominent worker leaders of revolutionary 
opinions, and members of strike committees. (Description of 
these participants is exactly as in the Encyclopedia Brittanica.) 
At this meeting, it was voted to change the constitution so 
that army deputies would be able to enter the Soviet councils 
alongside the workers councils which were already in.

‘When Eisler appeared in Washington, your correspondent 
looked at his face and thereupon accepted the word of the 
Wood Committee that Eisler is a 'bad sort!, here to wreck 
the United States. 
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"Risler claims that his entire stay in the U.S. has 
been against his will; that he has been trying to leave 
this country ever since he was detained in the port of New 
York, and that he has documents which prove this. Offhand 
there is certainly no reason to believe the Wood Committee 
rather than Eisler, and now that a group of distinguished 
non-NMarxist citizens, including Thomas Mann, has publicly 
defended Eisler, it seems virtually certain that he speaks 
the truth. ‘ 


"Your Washington correspondent made no pretence of a 
careful study in his flippant report. But why was this 
report printed at all?.. Is this a thing to do lightly- to 
support a cruel attack on a man who has already endured 
years of persecution because he fought our common enemies? 


"NR could have checked the facts easily. It chose 
instead to print a half-baked impression. In this way it 
produced an air of objectivity, of seeing all sides of the 
"Red question", of being free from fanaticism and excessive 
seriousness in politics. If producing this impression was 
not the real (subconscious) purpose behind publishing the 
report, just how did such irresponsible material get printed? 


"It would be better to write the truth and let the 
impressions take care of themselves.

of Radio Biology and Biophysics, University of Chicago. Hall was 
employed as a civilian scientist at Los Alamos from January 28, 
1944, to December 28, 1944, and after induction into the Army, was 
stationed at Los Alamos as a member of the Special Engineer 
Detachment from January, 1945, to April, 1946. He had access to 
highly claesified information at Los Alamos. 


' While Hall was a civilian employe at Los Alamos in 
1944, MED investigated him because he was corresponding with an 
organization which MED termed a Communist Partyjfront. During in- 
vestigation of the Atomic Scientists of Chicago in 1947, the 
Chicago Diviston interviewed Hall, who was Chairman of a 
committee formed at his suggestion to study the USSR.

Current tnuestigation has failed to develop indications 
of espionage activity on the part of either Hall or Sax. As 
Chicago has pointed out, both subjects, during the period of 
tnstant tnuestigatton, have openly participated in the activities 
of Communist Party dominated or infiltrated organizations. They 
have been especially active in obtaining signatures to the 
"Stockholm Peace Pledge" and to place the Progressive Party of 
llinois (Communist Party controlled) on the ballot. Periodic 
isurvetllances of subjects have shown that they associate almost 
lezclusively with persons having backgrounds of past or present 
membership in the Communist Party or other Communist organizations. 
There has been no contact noted, however, with anyone suspected of 
involvement in Sovtet espionage. 


As pointed out above, both subjects had personal contacts 
with the Soviet agent "Beck" and Sax had at least two meetings 


with “Alexius." If the proposed interviews are successful, 
the identities of "Beck" and "4lexius" could probably be 
oy resolved definitely. 


It is not possible to estimate accurately the extent 
, of the subjects’ involvement in Soviet espionage, but it is 
i likely that both were active for a considerable period of time; bi 
it is noted that both were characterized very favorably by the 
fue. Prosecution o 
as_ described in the 


€ é used agains m, however, 
unless interviews of either or both should result in securing 
confessions admissible into evidence. New avenues of investi- 
gation, offering possibilities of securing corroborative 
evidence, would undoubtedly present themselves if the proposed 
interviews are productive, 


It is believed that all logical investigation of 
subjects has been conducted, and that interviews of them are 
logical at this time. 


RECOMMENDATION 


That the Chicago Division be authorized to interview 
Hall and Sax. If you approve there is attached a letter 
instructing Chicago to conduct those interviews.

THEODORE ALVIN HALL 


THNODORE ALVIN HALL was interviewed from 2:31 p.m., to 5:21 p.m., on March 


16, 1951, and from 9:35 acm., to 9:51 a.m., on March 19, 1951, by Special 
Agents and HALL was originally approach- 
ed at 2:00 p.m. on March 16, 7a é Institute of Radiobiology ~ and 


Biophysics, University of Chicago, 5650 South Bllis avenue, where he is 
employed and was invited to come to the Federal. Bureau of Investigation 
office in that the Bureau wished to give him an opportunity to explain 
his connection with a matter pertaining to the security of the United 
States. HALL readily agreed. 


At 2:35 pam., at the Chicago Office, HALL was advised that he did not have 
to make a statement or answer any questions; that he had a right to counsel 
and that anything he might say could be used against him in court. He 

then requested a few minutes to decide whether he would consent to the inter- 
view. At 2:1 pem., he advised thet he had reached a decision and stated 

he was distrustful of the FBI in that they conducted investigations which 
were "fishing" investigations in his opinion. Further that the FBI did 

not follow legal processes which he indicated would be by issuing warrants. 
He said he did not care for this type of interview which was used to trick 
persons into making statements which were not shown in their true light and 
were injurious to the interviewee. He said he had done considerable read~- 
ing on the activities of the FBI and mentioned a book by ALBERT E, KAHN, 
which he said was well documented and proved the illegal activities of this 
Bureaue He specifically pointed out the matter of the PALMER raids which, 
he said, were discussed in the KAHN book and stated that they were organized 
under Director J. EDGAR HOOVER. It was pointed out to HALL that at the 

time of the PALMER raids HOOVER was not Director of the Bureau. 


HALL then discussed the fact thatL_________]haa gotten into some trouble 


when the latter was in England in the A during Korld War II as a result 
of a letter to BALL a which she nade a statement 
construed by the Army censors to mean she had knowledge of the Atomic Bomb 


prior to its first public use. HALL stated that she did not have knowledge 
of the bomb and had referred to the use of Rockets which she had read about, 
HALL then implied that the above episode resulted in him having some diffi- 
culty in getting out of the United States Army Service. He said it was possi- 
ble at that time for persons with certain scientific backgrounds to be dis- 
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cherged from the Army and work on atomic projects as civilians. He could not 
gzt one of these discharges, however, although several other persons did, 
although he écrtinued to work on the project as a soldier. He indicated 

that a- contributory factor to his failure to obtain clearance to continue 
to work in a civilian capacity was also due to the fact he had received 

some "leftist publications" while at Los Alamos. He said he was subsaquently 
transferred to the Qak Ridge, Tennessee Atomic Site where he remained for 
about two months and finally obbained a discharge to return to college. 


At this time HALL was advised that instant interview concerned the specific 
crime of espionage to which he replied that espionage was certainly within 
the province of the FBI and he would agree ta answer questions. He then 
furnished the following informetion: 


HALL stated his true name is THEODORE ALVIN HALL$ that he resides at 6002 a 
south University Avenue; that he is married and has one child, Further 

that he is employed at the Institute of Radiobiology and Biophysics, University 
of Chicago, in which position he conducts researches 


HALL stated that he entered Harvard University from Queens College, New 
York, in 1942 and left there in early 1944, for the Los Alamos Scientific 
Laboratory, Los Alamos, New Mexico, He said he obtained his position at 
LASL as a result of a Mr- TEYTTEN who came to Harvard University and inter- 
viewed a number of student scientists concerning their willingness to 


work upon the project, which the students knew very little about. He said 

all classmates, decided to go to Los Alamose HALL did not have his degree 

at this time and received it in absentia.

Ios Alamos or how he returned but thet it was either by train or plane,

usually went to Manhattan alone and was unable to furnish the names of any 
individuals with whom he may have gone. With further regard to his means 
of travel, HALL stated he had done quite a bit cf flying throughout the 
country and as a result he could not remember how he travelled at that 
particular time.

HALL denied ever having any contact in any manner with anyone officially 
connected with the Soviet Government or any person unofficially represent- 
ing the Soviet Government in any matter other than the above.

he could recall no occasion when he had ever been approashed by anyone 

who made inquiry as to what his attitude would be with regard to furnish~ 

ing information to the Sovict Union. He stated that if he had been approach- 
ed or more or less propositioned in this regard he feels sure he would 

have known and now recall the incident. 


HALL stated that he believed he was aware that SAX!s mother, BLU ; 

was connected with Russian her Relief and thinks he learned this from -- 

SAX after the war. He said he did not know whether she held a position 

in a Branch of the Russian war Relief but said that people were active in 

that organization during the war as we were then an ally of Russia. 

He said he believes that SAX told him that the latter!s mother had had 

some contact with someone at the Soviet Consulate connected with Russian 

War Relief. He said he had never met any of BLUMA SAX!s friends and that 

she had never introduced him to anyone and he did not know whether she 

was acquainted with KOURNAKOFF, He said SAX might possibly have met some 

Soviet officials through his mother due to her Russian War Relief work but 

he had no knowledge of it. HALL advised that he believes that SAX!s 

mother attended dinners in connection with Russian Wer Relief but he could 

not state when SAX informed him of this but said it possibly could have 

been mentioned An a conversation between them when he met SAX in Albuquerque, oe 
New Mexico, which fact is discussed belows hs a 


DER and he has no recollection of SAX ever having mentioned 
that he had been at or had any contacts at the Communist Party headquarters 
in New York City. HALL said he felt sure SAX had never mentioned the above 
to him and also that SAX had no connection with the Communist Party. ! 
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FALL stated thet in his opinion SAX would not commit espionage; that he had 
rover discussed espionage with SAX; that SéX had never given him any infor- 
noSion and thet he felt that SAX even now ‘would not furnish information of 
ai, espionage nature to the Soviets. 


At this time HALL repeated he had no recollection of meeting SAX in October, 
1944, in New York, He said, however, that after SAX's marriage the latter 
had resided in washington Heights in New York City, There was a park near- 
by and he and his wife met with $aX and his wife in this park on several 
occasions. 


1% is noted that HALL had previously advised thatvhen he had seen SAX in 
New York after the war he had met four or five persons who were friends 
of SAX at SAX's home. He said he could not remember their names or where 
they were employed except that one friend was in the Merchant Merine and 
he believed his first name to - . These friends were all between 
twenty and thirty years of age. ‘He steted he did not know if SAX had a 
girl friend at that time, 


HALL was also of the opinion that SAX visited the home of HALL!s parents 
in Qucens and that they may have visited HALL's parents! home prior to 
SAX's marriage. He related thet he recalled going to one or two movies 
with SAX prior to SAX!s marriage and that he went boating with SAX several 
time in Central Park, In fact, he said, he frequently went boating with 
SAX. 


Also in connection with HALL's trip to New York and his relationship with 
SAX, HALL admitted that he had pictures of himself which had been taken in 
Los Alamos by other employees on Sundays and other occasions, although he, 
himself, did not have a camera, He stated that he did not believe that he 
®@ave SAX a photograph of himself although it was possible that he did. He 
said that he could not recall SAX ever having given him a picture of him- 
self, with the exception that SAX gave him a picture of SAX and his 
baby» ; 


HALL stated he had never seen SAX at any place in the United States except 
at Harvard, New York, Chicago and Albuquerque, New Mexico. He said he 

had a "chance" meeting with SAX at Albuquerque while he, HALL, was stationed 
at Los Alamos, He said that he did not know that SAX was in Albuquerque 
and ran into him unexpectedly on the street. He said that although he and 
SAX had been corresponding from time to time, the latter had never mentioned 
he was coming to New Mexico. He said that SAX said that he had come to 
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Albuquerque to investigate the possibility of entering the University of 
Naw Mexico where he desired to study Anthropology. (HALL added that the 
tsiversity of New Mexico had a good Anthropology Department) HALL did not 
k:ow how long SAX had been in Albuquerque but said he appeared to lmow ° 
tno town, but thought he had probably not been there over a month, He did 
not knew how long SAX remained in Albuquerque although he did not think he 
stayed for a full semester of school, He did not know whether SAX ever 
actually enrolled or note He did not know where SAX was residing in 
AlMouquerque but thought he was residing in a hotel and not on the campus 
ev the University. He could furnish no informetion as to the identity of 
the hoteles He could not recall what he and SAX did, whether they diged 
together or not, but subsequently stated he believed they discussed 
Dantets Inferno and the philosophy of NIETSCHE, He believes that he 
probably saw SAX during the day and returned to Los Alamos in the evening, 


HALL stated he could not say whether it was before or after October, 19Lh, 
or before or after his trip to New York that he saw SAX in Albuquerque, 

He did not think it was during the summer and could not recall what day of 
the weck it was, but thought that it was probably during a week day inas- 

much as his purpose of going to Albuquerque was usually to purchase phono~ 
graph records so he would not have gone if the stores were not to be open. 


HALL stated that SAX indicated he had not nade up his mind at the time 
whether to attend the University of New Mexico, HALL stated that it was 
awfully difficult to remember exactly what transpired at that time and 
then stated he and SAX had eaten together but later he was not sure whether 
theyhad dined together. He claimed he could recall nothing he and SAX 
discussed at Albuquerque other than that mentioned above. 


With regard to the time SAX left Albuquerque, HALL could furnish no infor~ 
mation and said he probably learned SAK was back in New York from corres- 
pondence between the twoe. 


He said he never met SAX in any other place in New Mexico and did not know 
whether SAX ever travelled to Santa Fe but presumes he might have done so. 


As to the reason for HALL's trip to Albuquerque at this time he stated, 
as mentioned above, that he believes he went there to purchase records as 
he pullt up quite a record collection while he was at Los Alamos, He 

said Albuquerque was about seventy: miles from Los Alamos and that he pro~ 
bably went there by bus, He said he had been in Albuquerque two or three 
times. One time he went wlth FREDERICK de HOFFMAN and recalled that since

de HOFFMAN wanted to take a plane trip they went to Santa Fe and flew to 

i Vbuguerque from there. He believes that when he went to Albuquerque 

élone h> spent the time window shopping and purchasing records. The only 
tuing he recalls he and de HOFFMAN doing was that they went through a number 
ex hotel lobbies, but he could not recall where they stayed. 
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He did state that on one occasion he had stayed for one night im Albuquerque. 
At first he releted he did not know the name of the hotel but that it was 
‘oy the station. He then said that he did not know what hotel it was and 
tht it may have been the one hy the station, 

LL was shown a photograph of SERCETHROURNE KOFF and he denied ever having 
en this individual, He said that he was familiar with the name of 
KOURNAKOFF and knew he had written articles and also knew that KOURNAKOFF 
had been a white Russian who later became sympothetic with the Soviet Union. 
He said he had no knowledge of KOURNAKOFF having been a writer for any 
newspapcr in New York and when questioned further advised that de HOFFMAN 
had informed him KOURNAKOFF ‘had once been at Harvard University during the ' 
war to lecture, He stated he does not think he ever saw KOURNAKOFF : 
but said he is hazy in this regard and could have met KOURNAKOFF at Harvard 

at some unknown campus meeting which had KOURNAKOFF as a speaker. He 

was of the opinion he had read an article by KOURNAKOFF in "Moscow News", 

but was not sure of this fact. He believes the article delt with the re- 

construction of the Soviet Union aftcr the war. He did not know whether 

or not KOURNAKOFF was an American citizen, He stated again that he could 

not recall ever having met KOURNAKOFF although he might possibly have 

"bumped" into him at Harvard, He said he could not guarantee that he 

would remember the fact if he had met KOURNAKOFF because there were many 

lecturers at Harvard. Hc/said he had never discussed KOURNAKOFF nor any 

books written by KOURNAK@FF with SAXe 


A photograph of KOURNAKOFF was again. exhibited to HALL. He failed to identi~ 
‘ it. He_was also sh/wn a photograph of ANATOLI ANTONOV LOHARKOV LEV and a 
NBERG, which he failed to identify.\ He denied 


photograph of numerous suspected members of the Rosenberg Espionage Ring : 
which he failed to identify with the exception of the photograph of DAVID , 
GRTENGLASS. which he said he recognized as having appcared in recent news= 
papers. With regard to GREENGLASS he stated he did not know him at Los © 
Alamos, nor did he remember having heard of him while there. 
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A photograph of NICODAH ony of Artkino, New York City, wes shown to HALL 
and he denied recognizing | e picture. 


se of the interview, HALL stated snef 
graduated from college as an engineer and was 
very much interested in aero mechanics. He went into the Army before the 
war end'is presently doing flight research at Wri Field, Dayton, Ohio. 
He said he is not in close contact a . 
EATL stated thet while he had attended Queens. College in NeW York, hé had 


uct, retained any contact with the professors there, except that he had 
occasionally given one or two of them as references.

At this time HALL stated he would rether not continue the interview but 
was willing to return. He claimed he had some personal matters to take care 
of on Saturday, March 17, 1951, and so could not continue the interview 
then but would epnear at the office at 9:30 aeme, on Monday, March 19, 1951. 


At 5:07 p.me, HALL was csked if he would consent to a search being made of 
his premises and wes advised that he need not consent to such @ search with- 
out a warrant. He first stated that it would be agreeable with him and 
then asked for time to think the miter over. After several minutes he 
said he would be agreeable to the search as there was nothing in his house 
pertaining to espionage; but that due to the fect that he did have alot of 
"Left Wing" literature he desired to propose 2 condition. This condition 
was that the searching agents would take no list, nor any record of the 
"Left Wing" literature in his possession and that as each piece was found 
he would have permission to destroy it and that the agents would not at 
any later date take "cognizance" of this material, A search was not con- 
ducted, : 


HALL appeared in the Chicago Office at 9430 a.m., on March 19, 1951. At 

9:35 aem. he steted that after discussing the matter with his wife and 
SAVILLE SAX he felt he had nothing more to say and would not continue 

the interview since he distrusted the FBI. He was asked to be specific 
concerning his distrust and he would not explain. He stated that he 

had read an analysis by former Judge LANDIS of the first HARRY BRIDGES 

trial, which reflected the FBI had purchased purjured testimony. This state- 
ment was refuted by interviewing agents. He said that the FBI hed lied 

to him but could not identify the incitient.. He also said the FBI has a 
capacity to go cleverly from one line of questioning to another without 
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the interviewee being aware of what is happening. 


HALL stated that he had not been mistreated and thet his legal rights: had 
been specifically pointed out to him. 


At 9:51 a.m. the interview was terminated.

SATILLE SAX was i i 235 pem. to 7208 pom., on March 16, 1951 
by Special Agent and bie 


Agents“ Jena _Joriginaliy approached SAX at 1:58 Poms, on the 
southeast corner of 62nd and State Streets, Chicago, Illinois. He was ad- 
vised there wes something of importance pertaining to the national security 
of the United States which the Agents desired to discuss with him and he 
was invited to come te the Chicago Office. He immedictely agreed. y 


At the inception of the interview at the Chicago office SAX furnished his 
name as SAVILLE SAX and his residence as 1370 East 61st Street, Chicago, 
Tllinois, 


Immedietely thereafter he was advised of his right to cousel, of the fact 
thet he did not have to make a statement, of the fact that any statement 

he might make could be used against hims that anything he said must be on 

& voluntary basis and that his presence in the office was on a voluntary 
basis. Thereafter SAX stated he would be willing to furnish such information 
as might be desiréd. 


SAX stated he was born in New York City, probably Brooklyn, on July 26, 

192h. He resided in New York City for about four years and then his family 
moved to 81 Paison (?) Avenue, Bronx, New York, Thereafter SAX resided in 
the Ven Cortland section of the Bronx most of his life. He attended Dewitt 
Clinton High School in New York City from which he was graduated. He said 
his mother is BLUMA SAX, who resides at 15 west 75th Street, New York City, sort 
and that she wes born in Russia. \ 

SAX stated thet when he was about eighteen years old, in about 1942, he 

went to Harvard University, Cambridge, wassachusetts, and was last at Harvard 
in about 1945, He said he did very badly at Harvard and was in and out of 
school several times. He came to Chicago in about 1946 or 19h7, and re- 
mained in Chicago until about 1949, when he went to New York.

Ze is noted th t SAX steted on several occasions that he has a bad memory 
fer faces, names, dates and places, He says he is not entirely sure as 

to the order of time with respect when he lived certain places, when he 

had certain employment, or when he attended certain schools. He stated 

that in 1939 through 191 he attended school in New York City. .About 

19h2 he went to Harvard. During the period of time covered by his attendance 
at Harvard he stated that he was employed for a time at a rubber plant 

near Cambridge, He said this is the first employment he recalls while at 
Harvard but it was not necessarily in 192. SAX steted he was also employ- 
ed during this time by a road construction company at Pine Bush, New York. 
This employment was during one summer. SAX stated he does not remember the 
name of the rubber plant or the construction company. 


SAX also advised that he was employed in New Bedford, Massachusetts, in a - 
small machine shop which repaired fishing boats but he could not recall 
the name of the company. 


SAX stated he is presently employed as a cab driver by the Checker Cab 
Compeny, Chicago, Illinois; that he obtaing the cab he drives from 67th 

and Dorchester Streéts. SAX stated he goes to work any time between 3:00 
and 5:30 p.m., and works to sometime between 2:00 and 6:00 a.m. He said 

he drives a cebh only in Chicago and covers the entire city. He said he has 
been driving a ceb for about two months and obtained the job through a want 
ad. He said he is also engaged in practice teaching at the Horner Grade 
School, He receives no pay for this and has been so engaged for two or 
three weeks. He was assigned to this school, which is located at hist and 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, by the Chicago Board of Education. 

This teaching is in connection with his attendance at Roosevelt College, 
according to SAXe He said he started at Roosevelt College about the 

fall of 1950 and is taking an education course, He hopes to get an AB 

in Education in the summer of 1951 and advised he desires to teach in Chicago 
at first.

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Prior to his present employment SAX said he operated 4 mimeograph business 
under the name of the Black and White Shop at 57th and Harper, Chicago, 
Illinois, He said he quit because he was not making any money. He said 
his wife was previously working in a restaurant but is not now employed, 
SAX said he still does some mimeograph work for two restaupants and does 
this work at his home. The restaurant his wife worked for was the Bechive 
Restaurant on 55th Street near the Lake where she served drinks in the 
evening for ahout two months. 


SAX advised that he has resided at 1370 East 61st Street for about one year, 
Prior thereto he resided on Minerva Street, Chicago, Tllinois, for about 

one year, but he could not recall the exact address, Prior thereto he re- 
sided on Kenwood Street, Chicago, for a couple of months but docs not recall 
the exact number. Prior thereto he resided in Washington Heights, New York 
City, on a street which is not recalled, but one which he believes he could 
find. He resided there for almost a year in about 198, Before thet, accord- 
ing to SAX, he resided at Wallkill, New York, on a farm with his mother. 

He described this address as a summer place owned by his mother and stated 
he was there immediately after being married, which would have been in the 
summer of 1948, Prior thereto he resided in a co-op house called the 
Whitman House, near the University of Chicago, He could not recall how 
long he stayed there. He stated he recalled no other places in Chicago 
where he might have lived. 


SaX advised that he does not recall what periods he attended the University 
of Chicago, but that he attended the University during the time he resided 
at the co-op house and prior thereto, 


Subsequently during the course of the interview Sax was specifically question- 
ed with respect to his emloyment history.’ At this time he confirmed he 

had worked for his mother, Rural Route #1, Wallkill, New york, for several 
years but was unable to state exactly when, but that it was from 1939 to 19)3. 
He also confirmed that he worked at the Boston Navy Yard as a helper for 

a short period of time but was unable to recall that it was in April or 

May, 1943. He said he does not specifically recall the Arute Brothers, 

Inc., New Britian, Connecticut, The Merritte-Chatman Scott Corporation, 

New York City, or the Seaboard Construction Company, North Kisco, New 

York. He says, however, that he could have worked et these places. He 
advised that the F & § Textile Printing Company was probably the silk 
screening company which will be mentiondad’ below, 


He scid he does not recall a Steamship and Washing sompany. According 
to SAX he was employed by a rubber company at one time in Cambridge, Masse~ 
chusetts, which could have been the General Latex Chemical Corporations 

He did not recall Sullivan Foster, Inccrporaeted, a construction company 

in New Bedford, Massachusetts. He recalled the New Bedford Diesel Corpora- 
tion, as a machine shop at which he worked where fishing boats were repair~ 
ed. 
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SAX stated he probably worked for the world Steel Products Corporation in 
New Yerk but is unable to recall the specific period of time and the same 
was true of the Atlantic Metal Products Company in New Yorke He subsequent- 
ly stated that he may have worked at his mother's summer home at Wallkill, 
New York in August, 1945. He said that he was working for his mother dur- 
ing the summer of 1948, at Pine Bush, New York in connection with Mrs. 

SAXts summer cottages. 


SAX said th t the name of Tory Manufecturing Company is one he does not 
recall but he does recall he‘worked for a cOuple of florists in New York. 
He said this could have been in the latter part of 198 and carly 1919, 
and that the names of Nielson Flowers and Herman Klein Florists sounded 
familiar to him. With regard to his employment at the florists shops he 
stated that he got into some kind of fight with the owner of cne of them, 
and eithcr lost his job or quit, but remembers no particulers pertaining 
to them. 


SAX could not remember his residence :addresscs at which he lived while 
working at the various employments. 


With fufther regard to residences, SAX stated that the address of 100 Van 
Cortland Park, New York, is one which he does not definitely recall. He 
said he residedat several addresses on Van Cortland Park, He advised his 
mother has resided at 15 west 75th Street, New York, since 1942 and that 
for this reason he recalls this addresss He says does not recall the 
specific times when he resided there, however. 


The address of 43 Weld Hall was mentioned to SAX and he stated this was the 
place where he first resided at Harvard University. He also recalled the 
name of Lowell House, Harvard, and stated it was while at Lowell House that 
he became acquainted with THEODORE ALVIN HALL. He advised that the address 
of 1016 East 5th Place, Chicago, is not specifically recalled by him. He 
recalled the address 5721 South Kenwood, Chicago, but did not recall the 
specific periods He did not recall 1155 East 6lst Street, but stated he 
might have lived there, 
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with respect to 829 or 82h9 West 176th Strect, New York City, where SAX 

has been reported to hayg resided from September, 1948 to March, 19119, SAX 
stated this is an apartment ‘of’ DANQMANDEL, a friend of his mothers He 

said MANDEL is a printer and lives hear SAX!s mother in Wallkille He does not 
know what kind of printing MANDEL does. According to SAX, MANDEL was away 
except ror occasional weekends during the period when SLX and his wife 
resided in the MANDEL apartment. SAX then said that he now recalls he re- 
sided in MANDEL's apartment and not at his mother's place while in New 

York, after his marriage. MANDEL was staying at his country place in wall-

It is noted that in cach of these residences he did not recall the sp ecific 
street number until it was brought to his attention. 


SAX stated that on South Minerva he resided in the apartment [7 b7C 
d put up a nctice at the University of Chicago to the effect 
he had an apartment to share for someone taking care of his child since 
his wife had died. It was as a result of this that the apartment was 
obtained, SAX said he had no other relationship mith — | whoj according 
to SAX, is employed by some meat packing plant as a chemist. He does not 
know_which of the packers employs[__] He claimed that he and Mrs. SAX left 
the apartment because [~~ |nothor came to take care cf the child and 
concluded it was no longer necessary for the SAX family to remain in 
is apartment, The separation was on the basis of a friendly agreement. 
SAX stated that at no time has he sharcd an apartment or room with HALL 
except at Harvard, He advised that when he first came to Chicago HALL found | \ 
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a place for him in the same building where HALL lived, but it was not in 
the same apartment. SAX advised this was possibly on 5th Place. 


SAX stated’he was at Harvard wntil about 1946. During 

his freshman year he stayed at what he calls Freshman Hall for one or two 
quarters. He stated this might have had the name of wells Hall. There- 
after he stayed at Lowell House during the rest of the time he was at 
Harvard. At Lowell House he lived in several different rooms. According 
to SAX, he was assigned to these places cf residence and had no choice in 
connection with them. 


SAksaid he decided to attend Harvard because a fricnd of ned ds 
(spelling questioned) suggested that it was a gocd schools xX 
sta believes this friend still lives in New York. 


Lecording ‘to Shy}, he had me roommate at Harvard who became a lasting friend, 
namely THRODORE ALI He said HALL is now at the University of Chicago 
where hé is employéd doing research work in Biology. -HALL resides near 
60th Street and Kimbark or Woodlawn Strects, according to SAX. He said 
HALL hed been an assigned roommate and he had not previously been acquainted 
with him. 


HALL, according to SAX, comes from Queens, New York City. He said that 
thcy have associated some since they were at Harvard together, where he said 
they first met in about the middle of 1945 but later stated this must 

have been sometime in 193. 


With further regard to his associations with HALL he stated, that during 
World War II the latter was at Los Alamos, He then stated that he became 
acquainted with HALL about’ six months prior to the time HALL went to Los 
Alamos. He stated he corresponded with HALL while HALL was there but that 
he does not think HALL was in the Army. He recalled that HALL was taking 
Physics while at Harvard but claimed not to know the nature of HALL'!s work 
at Los Alamos, 


SAX stated that the correspondence between himand HALL during HALL's stay 
at Los Alamos ‘was intermittent, and pertained to astronomy. He said he 
could recall no letters from HALL which had political overtones. 


According to SAX, HALL visited in. New York on vacations, once or twice 


while he was working at Los Alamos. SAX stated that he could not recall 
the time of the year or the year of HALL's visits. He said that the 
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discussions he and HALL had at that time were "silly", since he wasibaking a 

course in Astronomy and he had some theories pertaining to Astronomy 

which he desired HALL to put in mathematical form, HALL was unable to 

do this, SAX said he believes he wes still going tc Harvard at this time 

but later stated he believed that visit of HALL, during the time HALL 

was at Los Alamos, took place in New York. SAX stated that on these ' 
visits HALL did not ask any favors of him, and SAX stated he did not do 

anything for HALL. HALL did not ask SAX to see anyone for hin. 


He further steted that he and HALL have on no occasion discussed the 
Soviet Consulate sofar as he can recall. He said he does not believe 
HALL knewhe wes at the Soviet Consulate, a fact which is discussed below. 


with regard to the Soviet Consulate, SAX stated he knows where the 
Soviet Consulate is in New York and that it is located on the east side 
of Central Park. He said he was at the Soviet Consulate once or twice 
and that he went there because his mother haswrelatives in Russia and he 
wanted to find out if they were alivee SAX stated he discovered they 
were not alive. 


SAX related that the date when he had gone to the Soviet Consulate was dur- 
ing the period he was temporarily out of school at Harvard and before his 
final departure from the University. 


SAX denied he was ever at the Sovict Consulate for any reason other than ' 
that given abovee He said that while at the Soviet Consulate he discussed 
nothing except the problem involving his relatives. 


SAX stated he thinks he saw a Vice Consul at the Soviet Consulate and that 

his name w. LOF (7). He claimed he was never asked and never did : 
furnish any information which might be of use to the Soviet Government nor ' 
did he ever act as a middle-man for the transmittal of such informations 


SAX steted thet he is not now, nor has he ever been acquainted with anyone 
connected with the Soviet Government, nor has he ever been acquainted with 
anyone whom he thinks might be connected with the Soviet Government, with 

the exception of those at the Sovict Consulate with whom he came in contact I 
at the time he was taking care of the matter pertaining to his mother's » : 
relatives in Russia. 


SAX stated thet he does not know the location of the Communist Party head- 
quarters in New York, but that he has been in a Communist book store in 
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New York which wes during the period cf time he was in Harvard. He said ~~ 
he docs not recall the exact location of this bookstore. ae 


SAX stated thet in the latter part of 1944 EARL BROWDER was the head of the 
Commmist Party or the Communist Political Association. He scid he does 

not know which was in existence at that time. He denied he has at any : 
time had any contact with EARL RROWDER and said he recalls no attemts BIC 
on his part to contact EWRL BROWDER or any person close to EARL BROWDER. 
He said that he was @ he had never attemptdd to see BROWDER and advised 
that the nam ant nothing to him. 


SAX stated that he recalls the Communist Party changed to the Communist 
Political Association. He said that as he recalls the change was to make 
the Communist6 more cooperative. He said he thinks that was a gocd idca 
because he thought everything should be done at that time to win the war. 
He said he had no recollection of discussing this matter with HALL. 


SAX advised the "Daily worker" is the organ of. the Communist Party and 
said thet he has never been in touch with the "Deily Worker" office and 
has never been in touch with anyone at the "Daily Worker". He said he has 
never heard of "Russky Golos" and that he has never been in contact with 
anyone connected with any Russian Language newspaper. 


He said, however, that his mother once tried to teach him Russian and he 
took a course in Russian at Harvard University. 


On one occasion, according to SAXy a friend of his mother, in New York, © 
sent him to some Russian newspaper to obtain an article from the Russian 
newspaper from a certain man theres SAX and his mother translated this 
article into Inglish, SAX said his mother would translate it from Russian 
to English and he would place his mother's English into better English. 

He stated that when the translation was completed he took the article 
back to the newspaper and the English translation was given to a friend 

of his mother, who was @ publishers SAX stated he could not recall the 
name of the friend but they called nimyipdLivmicaren, which means~fitttle_ 
mant, SAX stated that he believes this ‘man was born in Russia and was 
past middle age at the time. The article was about a displaced person, 

a girl, from Russia, who did not want to return to Russia. SAX stated 

the girl in the article did not wish to return because she was afraid 

the fact that she had worked for the Germans would be held against her. 

As it turned out in the story, she did not have to go back to Russia. 

SAX advised the writer of the article was opposed to the USSR. 
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with regard to the timeof this incident, SAX placed it as sometime after the 
close of World War IIe He subsequently stated that the newspaper from 
which he obtained the article was believed by him to be an anti-Soviet 
papers 


With regard to this incident, during the search of SAX's premises, on 
Merch 15, 1951, his attention was ‘called to a name and address in a black 
address book, whicH contained the following:

SAX then said he believed [_Jnas probably the man for whom he translated

\ith regard tc SAX's mother, he stated she was not employed during the 

war years since she was busy at home. He.said he doubts if she worked out- 
side the house and that she lives on her investmentswhich are based on 
insurance money received at the time SAXts father died and supplements her 
income from the country place in the form of rent. 


SAX stated that Russian war Relief was set up during orld war II to 
relieve suffering in Russiae He said he does not know whether his mother 
was conncoted with Russian ar Relief or not, and if she was she never told 
hin. 


To return to HALL; SAX stated that HALL had once told him he had failed to 
obtain security clearance but that he did not know whys 


He said he has never seen a photograph of HALL insofar as he can recalle 
He says he might have seen such a photography however. He said he never 
received a photograph of HALL and that he does not recall HALL giving a 
photograph to anyonee He said he recalls no contacts of HALL during the 
latter's vacations, and does not recall any discussions with HALL, which 
would indicate who else, other than SAX, that HALL would contact during these 
vacations. According to SAX, HALL probably saw him in New York during the 
latter's vacation or vacations. He does not recall whether it was once or 
more than once, This was during a pericd while HALL was at los Alamos, 
when he came east for a vacation., SAX saw HALL, during more than two 

days of such vacation, when they sperit a couple of hours together on |. - 
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at lecst two times during at least one vacation. This may or may not hcve 
been cn successive dayse SAX said he did not go to HALL!s house and 
thinks that HALL probably came to SAX's home at 15 west 76th Strect, 

which is an apartment. SAX believes that HALL stayed at his parentst 

home in Queens, New York, and claims not to know HALLts parents and does 
not know whether they live in an apartment or house. According to SAX, 
HALL probably came to see him in the afternoons and he believes they went 
boating in Central Park and stated no one else was along. He said he 

and HALL rented a row boat for what would probably be the normal period 

of rental, which was probably an hours S/AX said he does not recall the 
time of the year but it was not winter. He seid he does not recall whether 
there were leaves on the trees or whcther it was cool and he wore a jacket. 
The Boat House of Central Park, according to SAX, is towerd 59th Street 
and near the middle of Central Park. 


‘After the boating SAX and HALL probably went to SAX's home or they might 
have gone to a movie, SAX said he does not recall where they ate that 
day and does not know how HALL came to New York. 


SAX said he thinks he saw HALL while HALL was in New Mexico but that he 
docs not recall that HALL was in uniform at that time. SAX seid he was 
very depressed at that time and was living in a dream world. He said he 
docs not know when he went to.New Mexico but it was probably after the 
last time he flunked out at Harvard. He said his memory is very blank in 
this regard. He added that he only went to New Mexico to look around and 
he went there because TED HALL.was the only person he could rely on to 
gct him out of his state of depressions He said he did not tell HALL he 
flunked out of ‘Harvard and claimed this was the only occasion he was in 
New Mexico. 


SAX said that he was thinking of studying Anthropology at the University 

of New Mexico because there were Indians there, He said he got this idea 
from friends. He also said that although he made this trip to New Mexico 

to consider the study of ;nthropology he had previously been interested 

in Psychiatry. He claimed to have done a great deal of reading in Anthro- 
pologys He stated he believes he looked at 2 catalogue om the Univorsity 

of New Mexico at one of the libraries in New york and wanted to determine 

if the atmosphere at the University would be good for him and his depressed . 
condition. He explained he was unable to do well in the atmosphcre at Harvard. 
SAX said he had no correspondence with the University of New Mexico and that 
no one there knows he was there. 
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SAX said he travelled to New Mexico from New York by bus but he is not sure 
what line he took. He said he is not sure to which city he went in New 
Mexico but that the University of New Mexico was in thet city. He said he 
stayed in some small hotel and that he recalls the University is on a 
highway going through the city. He then stated it was a medium sized city 
and he belicves it was cither Albuquerque or Santa Fee He said he stayed 
there for a couple of days; that he visited classes at the University; 
that he does not known what season it was oxcept that it was mild; that 

he saw no one there whom he knew; that he did not see HALL while there but, 
as stated above, he thereafter steted he might have secn HALL. He said 
that he does not believe HALL stayed at the hotel with him; that he was 

in one city of New Mexico with him; the he believes he went to a motion 
picture on one cecasion while there but is not certain whether he went 
alone cr with someone else,

SAX stated he thinks he went tc New Mexico from New York but docs not a 
remember what station he left from. He says that he was travelling alone

With regard to the time of the trip to New Mexico he said he believed 
——, he was working in New Bedford just before going and at a machine shcp 
which repaired fishing boats. He also said that he had worked for a slik 
screening company in New York City for several weeks, which printed table 
clothes. He saidhe did not recall exactly when this wes nor does he re- 
call the exact name of the company, but that it probably was the F &$ 
Textile Printing Company, when the name wes mentioned to hime He says 
this cmployment was also near the time when he made the trip to New Mexico, 


SAX then stated he also worked for a steel place in New York City where 
he operated a press drill. He does not recall the address or the name 

of the company but he belicves this was before he went to New Mexico. 

He said, however, that his work at both the screcning place and the steel 
place were about the same period as the trip to New Mexico, He added 

he has worked at two steel places in New York and the one where he operated 
the drill press was the second of such.

againct openly by everyone in the Party; they de not 
wore cut a genuine program to help us overrome these 
deficiencies better than we are doing now. 


"Tt is no accident that the CPUSA is the worst 
communist party emong the big nations, anc the most 
opportunistic. Our national history does not suggest 
revolutionary methods as plainly as other nsticnst. 
Our vroletariat hopes for the future Browder <c-ume to 
believe in, and is in the grip of the strongest 
reactionary propaganda machine. Working under such 
conditions makes the CPUSA tend towards opyortunism, 


"We do not find that this opportunism is che fault 
of the leadership. ‘The leadership and the rank-and- 
file are in the same position. In our neighborhood 
we have resolved and are working to overcome the 
deficiencics that result from the American setup. 

it is bad thet in mombership we are mostly middle- 
class. To overcome this we are now going to concentrate 
most of our work in industrial regions near us, We 
still do not get enough theory; we are just starting 
anew school. We have not behaved as communists 
should with regard to the third party; we are now 
eriticising it in our local groups and correcting 
the misbchavior of comrades who are officers in it. 
These defects were all opportunist. Whether or not 
cur present membership is really prepared to win 

out over them remains to be seen. We are all of us 
hard pressed and near oxhaustion; we have to work 
for a living and we have to overcome vast ignorance, 
But if we are to overcome them it must be by finding 
answers to our conerete difficulties. The expelled 
groups really divorced themselves from politics 
beforc formal expulsion by instead demanding a general 
advance without giving it a foundation. They were 
right in pointing out the lines along which we must 
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advance. But they were wrong in calling names when 
the acvances did not come overnight. If they vere 
tho icaders of the CP right now, pretty much tne same 

3 would happen. And they have voided themselves 
by failing to seo this. . 


"T think they have indulged in some wishful thinking. 
The unions which have turned from left to right have 
not done so because the communist policy has bcen 
has helped; they have done sc »%e-ause 
anc the union rank and file sre net 
educated or wise cnough yet to take cere ths issues 
reaction and history raise today. Desertion o- the 
left has not becn by militant left workers but by 
workers who do not yet have time energy or interest 
cnough even to learn the issucs invoivec. Let me 
mention one concreto case in the tcxpellcdi Literature 
which we know first hand and which shows how they 
go off the beam. They say ('Vanguard') that the 
packinghousc strike was called off when the leaders 
got worricd because the angry workers were tattooing 
the sidewalks with cops. This is nonsense. The 
cops tattoocd the sidewalks with workers. Nor could 
it have bcon otherwise; they uscd evorything but 
atom bombs. Under these conditions there was never 
any thought of quitting or retreating in any way. 
The strike stopped because the workers and their 
familics had litcrally had nothing to cat for days .. 
in most cascs,. Knows because sho worked at 
the strike center and distributed the little food 
the union had to the necdiest cases, and could give 
nothing to people who were awfully hungry. When 
the food gavo out a vote was taken and the workers 
voted to rcturn. The union just had its national 
elcetion of officers; the strike was made an issue 
and the militant left won a strong victory despite 
the failure of the strike. 


"By now some of Harrison Gcorge's catimates look bad. 
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He concluded that the CP had scotched and delyed a 
new party so much that there was no chance of At 

any more in the 48 elections, and just aftor he wrote 
this, tho new party wes formed. He says that it 
might become fascist which is not so, although it 

is awfully namby~pamby. By now it is plainly not 
going to turn way right, or if it does, most of it 
will tsplit! off and stay left. This is so tocsuse 
its base of active workers is remarkably enlightened, 
George also did not belisve that the CP would held 
its scheduled 48 convention, but it is holding it, 
and is having a very active pro-convention discussion 
extending over months, The leadorship is nov Just 
formally calling for diseussicn but is trying hard 

to make the conditions needed ..or full diseussicn; 
our groups in Hyde Park do not fsel any oureaucracy. 
We have held our section convention and the state 

one is coming up. While our democratic centralism 

is not perfect, our outfit is infinitely more democre- 
tic than any other I have known, and where it falls 
short it is because conditions for us are very tough; 
the leadership works hard to overcome these conditions. 


"Contrary to the impression left by the expelled 
literature the CP does not suppress theory and the 
stuff of the foreign CPs, The CIB is tendcred to. 

a comrade at his every step. The Yugoslav issue was 
discussed at a city wide mecting four days after 

we heard of it; it was handled rather well and the 
correct conclusion was drawn that we have been mak- 
ing some of the mistakes of the Yugoslav CP. Right 
now the Illinois Party is concontrating on saie and 
study of the history of the CPSU, mainly as documenta- 
tion of the perils of opportunism. 


"Tt am sure that the expelled people and their writings 
have influenced the CP totake care of matters that 
they have been bad on. But the expelled people 

have been wrong in writing off the Party as a rotten 
organization.

"Your Washington correspondent made no pretence of a 
careful study in his flippant report, But why was this 
report printed at all? Is this a thing to do lightly--to 
support a cruel attack on a man who has already endured 
years of persecution because he fought our common enemies? 


"NR could have checked the facts easily. It chose 
instead to print a half-baked impression, In this way it 
produced an air of objectivity, of seeing all sides of the 
"Red question", of being free from fanaticism and excessive 
seriousness in polities. If producing this impression was

IV. ATOMIC ENERGY COMMISSION FELLOWSHIP RESIGNATION 


According to Confidential Intornani{ Jos known relizmiity, a press re- 
lease issued by the United States Atomic Energy Commission, Washington, D. C., 
on September 17, 1948, for release in newspapers on September 26, 1948, set 
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out the names of 162 individuals granted research fellowships by the Atomic 
Energy Commission for the’ academic year 196-1949. Among the recipients 
was listed THEODORE ALVIN HALL, Institute of Nuclear Studies, University of 
Chicago, Chicago, Nllinois. His permanent address was 6103 102nd Street, 
Forrest Hills, New York and it was noted that he was the possessor of a BS 
Degree from Harvard University. 


Confidential Informant another governmental agency, has advised that 
on May 25, 1949 Dr. K TZER, Director, Division of Research, U. 8. 
Atomic Energy Commission, Washington, D. C., advised HALL that certain un- 
confirmed information had been brought to his attention which tended to reise 
a possible question as to some aspects of his record. PITZER stated he waa 
furnishing a Personal Security Questionnaire form for HALL to submit since he, 
PITZER, assumed HALL had no objection to an investigation to clarify this 
information and place it in the proper perspective. This informant further 
advised that by letters dated July 6, 1949, HALL resigned his aEC Pre-doctoral 
Fellowship, stating that in view of the fact that one could be hurt by smear- 
ing publicity in these investigations, he, therefore, was submitting his 
immediate resignation. 


HALL mentioned to him that he.was not interested in attemtin an 

AEC Fellowship when he first came to the Institute. HALL tol that he 
had had some trouble on clearance and did not wish to attempt g 

clearance for any work involving classified matter. HALL also told 

that he would rather not do any work that would necessitate clearance h 
the Argonne National Laboratory or the Atomic Energy Cogmission. 


Dr. SAMUEL KING ALLISG!, Director, ute_o; ear Studies, University 
of Chicago, advised Special rT the writer on April 
2, 1951 that HALL had advised him that he d not be cleared for admission 
to.the Argonne National Laboratory, Lemont, Illinois and felt that this fact 


would raise trouble with regard to his fellowship. HALL did not say why he 
knew he could not be cleared. 
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V. INTERVIEWS OF THEODORE ALVIN HALL 


HALL i i March 16, 1951 and on March 19, 1951 by Special 
Agent and the writer. He advised he had fumished no 
information concerning the Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory or any con- 


fidential information to any unauthorized persons. 


In August, 1947 HaLL was interviewed by Special agent{ ith res- 
pect to the activities of a committee within the Atomic Scientists of Chicago to 


study the aims of the Soviet Union. HALL, who was then connected with the Insti~ 
tute of Nuclear Studies at the University of Chicago, advised that the reception 
afforded the committee by both members of the Atomic Scientists of Chicago and 
the representatives of the Soviet Union had been very disappointing. He stated 
that at that time, the committee'was inoperative for all essential purposes. HALL 
stated. that, in order to initiate the study he wrote a letter to the Russian En- 
bassy in Washington, De Oy, reques ting the assistance of the Embassy in connection 


with the study of the Soviet Union. HALL furnished a copy of the letter 
which set out statements that there was a wide erea of distrust of the motives 
of the Soviet Union and the United States but stated it was the desire of the 
Atomie Scientists of Chicago to obtain the facts pertaining to the Soviet 
Union and through those facts determine whether the Soviet Union had warlike 
purposes and whether the people of the Soviet Union were being educated for 
war. That letter then requested that the Russian Embassy use its influence 
in order to enable the committee to be placed in direct contact with repre~ 
sentative individuals within the Soviet Union, who would then from time to 
time be called upon by the committee to answer specific questions pertaining 
to the attitudes of the citizens of the Sovict Union. HALL indicated that by 
determining the ideas of the citizenry of the Soviet Union he hoped to deter- 
mine the facts underlying the acts of the “oviet Union and better be able to 
interpret them. 


HALL's letter also requested assistance in obtaining certain publications 
from the Soviet Union which he believed might furnish some of the necessary 
facts. It was also indicated that it was the desire of the committee to 
study education within the Soviet Union in order to determine whether the 
education would be such as to cause war, 
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According to HALL, during May and June of 197 meetings of the committee were 
held every two weeks. The attendance, however, was disappointing to HALL as 
it usually consisted of a maximum of five individuals. He advised that in 
general those attending appeared to have already made up their minds that 
Russia was a warlike nation and threatened world peace. He said that they 
did not appear to be willing to consider the idea that Russia might be acting 
from other than warlike motives and that the results gave the wrong impres- 
sion of Russia. 


HALL stated he considered himself to be somewhat pro~Russian. He said he 
was not pro-Russian in the sense that he placed the interests of Russia above 
those of the United States but that he was pro-Russian to the extent that 
the motives and plans of Russia deserved serious consideration before decid- 
ing that the aims of Russia and those of the United States were umreconcilably | 
antagonistic. 


oint of world peace and is not a threat to world peace. He stated that the 
epressive measures taken by the Russian government in Russia are regrettable 
insofar as this involves the free speech and other liberties of the people but 
claimed this was not necessarily indicative of a desire of the Russians to 
extend their world influence to other than peaceful means. 


ot‘ort to HALL, Russia is engaged in a constructive program from the stand- 
r 


HALL also advised that he had recently written to Russia in order to sub- 
seribe to the "New Times", which is published by the Russian Foreign Office 
and pertains to world affairs. He stated he believed it would be of value 
to the Atomic Scientists of Chicago and added that this publication was ob- 
viously written up from the Russian point of view and must be considered as 
propaganda but that if this were kept in mind, it could be of value in the 
evaluation of Russian policy, 


With respect to the Communist Party in the United States, HALL advised that he 
thought that a great many of the CP members were very sincere individuals who 
had a very vigorous program. He said he believed that the large majority 

of the menbers of the Communist Party actually seek the betterment of the 
masses. He stated, however, that the methods used by the Communist Party in 
achieving their ends are "stupid and not justified even if the methods ac- 
hieved the ends sought." 
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With regard to the letter written to the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D. 
C., HALL advised he received an answer from the Soviet Consulate in New 
York City which stated very bluntly that the utterances of GROMYKO and the 
regular releases to the press by the Soviet Union should be sufficient evi- 
dence of goodwill and peace-like proposals of the Soviet Union and should 
eliminate the necessity for such a study as proposed by Mr. HALL. It also 
stated that the publications desired by HALL could be obtained through the 
Four Continent Book Club in New York City.
